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(71) I, John Neville Cherry, a 
British Subject, of 55 Charles Drive, Anstey, 
Leicestershire LE7 7BH, do hereby declare 
the invention for which I pray that a patent 
5 may be granted to me, and the method by 
which it is to be performed, to be particu- 
larly described in and by the following state- 
ment: — 

This invention is concerned with equip- 
10 ment used in playing the game of golf. As is 
well- known, this equipment includes a 
plurality of golf clubs in. a bag which the 
player either carries around the course, or 
wheels on a trolley; the player removes the 
•15 appropriate club from the bag when he has 
to play a stroke during the course of the 
game. 

. When an unexpected storm occurs or 
where an important game cannot be delayed, 
20 for example, a game may have to be played 
wholly or partly in rain: or other inclement 
weather. It will .be appreciated that this has 
a detremental effect on a player's clubs and 
on his bag. 

. Some expensive golf bags have affixed to 
the side thereof by zips, a flap intended. to 
be un-zipped and drawn over the open upper 
end of the bag to prevent the entry of rain 
at suck times. However, in fine weather, 
30 Jhese -flaps are. often used as storage recep- 
tacles, e.g. for golf balls, so that they cannot 
be used as intended when the need arises. 
Also, such a flap does not protect the exterior 
of the bag itself. 
35 The object of the invention is to provide 
a weatherproof cover for a golf bag which 
protects both the exterior and interior there- 
of. 

To this end, the invention provides a golf 
40 bag cover of a weatherproof or weather- 
resistant, flexible sheet material, which com- 
prises a main section adapted to be secured 
around a golf bag by releasable connecting 
means and, at the end of said main section 
45 to be located adjacent the upper end of the 
[Price 25p] 
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bag in use, a flap intended to cover golf ' : 
clubs in the bag and thereby to protect both 
them and the interior of the bag from the 
effects of inclement weather. 

The flap on the cover may, in normal use, 50 
be turned back io expose the clubs for easy 
removal. Then, in inclement weather, the 
flap will be drawn over the upper end of the 
bag to prevent the entry of water and to 
protect the clubs. To remove a club at 55 
required times, the flap is simply lifted or - : 
pushed aside. The said main section of the 
cover protects the bag itself. Of course, it 
need not completely encircle the bag. 

If desired, the flap may be adapted to be 60 
secured over the open upper end of the bag 
by a releasable fastening element as a pro- 
tection against strong winds. 

The cover can be used with any size of 
bag, whether it is intended to be carried or 65 
to be mounted on a trolley; Of course, in this - 
latter event, the cover will be positioned so 
as not to leave parts of the bag exposed* 
The cover may in fact surround both the 
bag and the relevant part of the trolley. 

Where the cover is used on a bag intended 
to be carried, a slit may if necessary be pro- 
vided therein to accommodate the carrying 
handle or strap of the bag. Releasable 
fastening elements, e.g. a zip or press studs 75 
may be provided to close the slit between * 
the ends of the handle or strap after the 
latter has been inserted therethrough. 
Ordinarily however, the cover will be 
dimensioned so that, when wrapped around 80 
the bag, an uncovered space is left for the 
handle or strap. f 

The said main section of the cover may 
be rectagular in shape so that, in use, it 
can be arranged with its longitudinal edges 85 
extending lengthwise of the bag. In this event, 
the flap or hood will be attached to its upper 
end margin. 

If desired, a side flap may be provided 
along each longitudinal edge of the said 9Q

4. A cover according to Claim 3, includ- 
ing releasable connecting means whdch, in 
use, extend between said flaps to secure the 

10 cover around a golf bag. 

5. A cover according to Claim 4, where- 
in said releasable connecting means are con- 
stituted by a plurality of elastic straps, each 
of which is secured at one end to one of 

15 said side flaps and is adapted at its opposite 
end to engage the other side flap, or a for- 
mation thereon. 



6. A cover according to any of the pre- 
ceding Claims, wherein the flap or hood is 
adapted to be secured over the open upper 20 
end of the bag by a releasable fastening 
element. 

7. A cover according to any of the pre- 
ceding claims which is made of polyvinyl 
chloride. 25 

8. A golf bag cover substantially as here- 
in described with reference to the accom- 
panying drawings.
